Washington, D. C., May 2p. —President Harding will 


jrather about him tonight at the White House the best minds 
of the railroad industry as the second step in his general plan 
for the rehabilitation of industry through conferences with its 
leaders. Over the dinner table the President will suggest to 
the railroad representatives present that they volunteer a re- 
duction in rates. He hopes to secure their co-operation in 
bringing down prices just as he induced the steel men to 
abolish the twelve-hour day.

It usually does not pay to fatten 
broilers and then ship them alive for

"After dining, the President stated that he wished to 


know better the men comprising his company of guests and to

glained' frankly that there was no intention of Government 
interference in private business, but that we are about to wit- 
iiess a great industrial revival, and the one hope of abolishing 
Oie excessively long working day was to do it before the full 
swing is resumed.

Every great enterprise takes its toll in human life. Men 


are killed and injured daily in mines, factories and in the 
fields of the farmers. And besides these accidents there are 
conditions incident t<j many industries that injure the health 
of workers and often temporarily or permanently di&able them.

These facts in general are known to everyone but not 


many know that the losses from such causes are appalling; 
Ipat they are more terribly continually than are the casualties 
o4f war which, occur only at intervals. There is no guess work 
about the figures-. The reports of state compensation commis- 
sions show that the number of persons disabled or suffering 
industrial disease is not less than 1,000,000 annually. In the 
S|ate of New York alone there are 350,000 cases every year of 
industrial disease and didability, more than all the soldiers of 
the United States disabled in the war.

The unfortunates do not icceive the public sympathy 


which is accorded soldiers though they are in a sense, casual- 
ties of public service. They are seldom adequately compensat- 
ed; they rarely are pensioned; they frequently suffer great 
loss in earnings and in maijy cases never find suitable means 
of earning a living afterwards. They become a charge upon
